Second. — The  loilowiu^  instruct. oi;3  are 
given  for  the  information  of  ail  ofheera  or 
other  persons  itiv.->;cd  with,  or  exert  ising  au- 
thority under  and  by  rirtue  of  the  iuw  of 
March.  2,  1.^07,  to  provide  for  the  more  effi- 
cient goverumrnt  M 'the  rebel  States  and  the 
several  laws  «-upiem  <  ntary  thereto  or  omend- 
atory  thereof: — 

1.  All  military  commissioners  will  at  once 
cease  to  exercise  aaj  and  a  1 1  anthoritj*  under 
the  above  cited  laws,  except  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  close  up  the  unfinished  business 
of  their  offices,  and  they  will  at  once  transmit 
to  these  headquarters  all  books  and  records 
that  relate  to  their  duties  as  military  commis- 
sioners 

2.  All  citizens  wLo  MJ  be  held  l»y  military 
authority  for  trial,  tith»-r  in  custody  or  upon 
bail,  for'iu'ts  in  violation  .  f  the  above  cited 
law?,  will  be  rpienspd  hOM  BMtUvj  or  dis- 
charged of  their  bail  bonds  and  the  military 
prosecution  dismissed. 

3.  All  citizens  field  by  military  authority 
for  trial  for  crimes  or  ottcuces  cognizable  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  provisional  liovernmenl  ot 
the  State  of  VirgniK,  wiil  be  turned  over  to 
the  custody  of  the  proper  civil  authorities 
of  the  couuty  or  corporation  ia  wnicii  the 
crime  or  oflence  was  committed,  and  ali 
iiouds,  recognizances,  or  other  security  taken 
tor  the  appearance  of  persons  charged  with 
crimes  or  offences,  or  for  the  appearance  of 
aTifCSjSjtH  will  be  turn«*i  over  m  lir.e  manner 
to  the  prop-.-t  civil  authorities. 

•f.  The  Juo>;<-  Adv  .o;it««  ot  the  district  wiil 
furnish  the  Attorney  General,  for  such  octioti 
as  may  be  BMMMMrV  and  propt-r.  a  history  of 
the  cases  h»w  undergoing  investigatiou,  io- 
j;et!.i  :-  w:th  the  depositit'tis  or  other  evidence 
in  relation  thereto  Ju  like  mauuer,  for  the 
like  purpose,  all  aiiidavits,  evidence  '-r  other 
information  hi  relation  to  persons  |MMM  IN 
crime,  who  have  esciipwl  from  confinement  or 
have  evaded  arrest,  will  Im  iransierrcd  to  the 
Attorney  General. 

i.  Ali  per.Mtiis  (citizens;  who  alien  ihft 
afore-eited  law  of  March  2,  leGT,  uMOMM  in- 
operative by  reason  o!  tho  conditions  and 
limitations  of  the  reconstruction  laws,  may 
be  in  confinement  or  custody  by  virtue  of 
the  final  jugemen!  and  sentence  of  ■  military 
commission  or  •  t'.er  military  tribunal,  will 
be  continued  iu  cud  custody  uruii  entitled  to 
discharge  Of  exjiiratien  t  i'  pentence  or  th» 
the  ease  is  otherwise  d ;>p'>'.rd  of  by  jiroper 
authority.  Upon  a  writ  ot  liabeas  corpus  or 
any  oth.:r  prooaH  issuing  from  a  court  of  the 
I  nited  States  in  '.he  CAM  ot  any  prisoner  so 
held,  the  writ  wili  be  promptly  responded  to, 
and  the  otii.-er  in  making  his  returu  to  the 
writ  will  id  forth  all  the  material  facts  of 
the  case.  If  the  w  rit  is  issued  for  a  State 
court  the  officer  having  the  custody  of  any 
such  prisoner  will  make  a  respectful  return  to 
the  writ,  setting  iorih  that  the  prisoner  ie 
held  by  virtue  of  the  final  judgment  and  seu- 
ii  nee  of  a  court  ol"  competent  jurisdiction, 
held  under  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  Statts.  and  that  the  jurisdiction  is  ex- 
clusively in  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
The  division  between  I  nited  States  and  S. ate 
jurisdictions  i?  not  alwa3*s  distinctly  marked, 
but  officers  will  be  guided  in  their  action  by 
the  principles  laid  down  by  the  Supremr- 
Court  ot  the  United  States  in  the  lie  case  of 
Ablemau  vs.  Booth  (21  Howard,  p.  jii.'j  ) 

ft  At  all  torts,  arsenals,  iighthouses,  cus- 
tomhouses, cemeteries,  and  otner  public  es- 
tablishments, whether  held  by  original  ces- 
sion or  by  recent  occupation  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  Stales,  the  jurisdiction  will  be 
held  to  be  exclusively  in  the  United  States 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law  or  other  prop- 
er authority 

7.  The  canvas  returns,  poll  lists  and  bal- 
lots for  the  several  elections  held  in  the  State 
under  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  will,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  arrang- 
ed and  inventoried  accordrn^  to  to  the  sever- 
al election  districts,  aud  turned  over  to  the 
Secretary  ot  the  Commonwealth  for  deposit 
and  safe  keeping. 

8.  An  authenticated  copy  of  the  final  regis- 
tration of  voters,  arranged  by  counties  and 
cities  having  a  separate  municipal  organiza- 
tion will  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Seeretury  of  the  Commowealth. 

1».  Authenticated  copies  of  all  general  or 
special  orders,  regulations  oi  decisions  by 
the  district  commanders,  changing  or  modi- 
fying the  provisional  laws  of  the  State,  or 
affecting  any  r.tfhts  of  the  person1;  or  proper- 
ty, will  be  prepared  ;  one  set  for  the  office  of 
the  Governor  of  the  State  and  the  other  for 
the  i. Mi.  e  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

!«i   The  tei  tnol   oil*,  e  o,'  ail  officers  of  the 

provisional  government  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia, whether  hoid  ng  by  original  election  or 
Mppointnu  iit  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
State-,  will  expire  when  their  successors, 
elect,  d  or  appointed  under  the  new  constitu- 
tion. »h-i!l  have  been  duly  qualified. 

11.  The  clerks  oi  tne  several  district  courts 
ot  appeals  wiil  retain  the  possession  and  be 
respoiishle  lor  the  safe  keeping  of  the  records 
of  said  courts  until  the  legislature  of  the 
State  shall  provide  for  the  disposition  to  he 
made  of  them. 

Third  —  Tne  provision  of  the  schedule  of 
the  constitution  are  republished  for  more  0M- 
eral  itil  n ;:.  i  .n  ami  convenience  of  refer- 
ence :  — 

Thr.s  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the 
charges  in  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and 
in  ord«r  to  carry  the  same  into  completion, 
it  is  hereby  declared  that  : — 

IftOMul  L  The  common  law  and  the  statute 
law  now  in  force,  not  repugnant  to  this  con- 
stitution, shall  remain  in  tore*  until  they  ex- 
pire by  their  own  lim  tation,  or  are  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  2  All  writs,  actions,  causes  of  action, 
prosecutions  and  rights  of  individuals  and  ol 
bodies  corporate  and  of  the  Stale,  and  all 
charters  of  incorporation,  shall  continue  ; 
and  all  indictments  which  shall  have  been 
found,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  found,  for 
any  crime  or  offence  committed  before  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  miy  be  pro 
ceede  j  upon  as  if  uo  change  had  taken  place. 
The  several  courts,  except  us  herein  other- 
wise provided,  shall  continue  with  the  like 
powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  law  and  eq- 
uity, as  if  this  constitution  had  not  been 
adopted  and  until  the  organization  of  the  ju- 
dicial department  of  the  constitution. 

Sec.  3  That  all  fines,  penalties  forfeitures 
and  escheats  accruing  to  the  State  of  Virgin- 
ia under  the  present  constitution  and  laws 
shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  the  State  under  '.l  is 
constitution. 

See  4.  That  all  the  recognizances,  bonds, 
obligations,  and  ali  other  instruments  enter- 
ed into  or  executed  before  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  to  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Virginia,  to  any  State,  county  or  township, 
or  any  public  officer  or  public  body,  or  which 
may  be  entered  into  or  executed,  under  ex- 
isting laws,  "  to  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Virginia,"  to  auy  *uch  officer  or  public  body 
before  the  complete  orgaization  of  the  de- 
partment under  this  constitution,  shall  re- 
main binding  and  valid;  and  rights  and  lia- 
bilities upon  the  same  shall  contiuue,  and 
may  be  prosecuted  as  provided  by  law.  And 
all  crimes  aud  misdemeanors  and  penal  ac- 
tions shall  be  tried,  punished  and  prosecuted, 
aa  though  no  change  had  taken  place,  until 
otherwise  provided  jy  law.

Provisional  Governor  since  September  last, 
was  this  morning  sworn  iu  under  the  consti- 
tution as  Governor  of  the  State  by  virtue  of 
his  election  by  the  people  on  the  Cth  July 
hist.  Judire  Willoughby,  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, a  former  classmate  of  the  Governor,  ad 
minist  'i-ed  the  oaths,  but  theie  was  no  cere- 
mony beyond  the  more  formal  subscription  to 
the  v. .nous  oaths  required  by  the  Gover- 
nor. 

The  Governor  shorlly  afterward*  issued  the 
following  proclamation  on  couvcuing  the 
legislature : 

A  rROCI.AMATlOX. 

Wht  res  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  an 
act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  act  to  admit 
the  State  of  Virginia  to  representation  in  the 
Cwiigress  of  United  States,-'  approved  by  the 
Piceidentof  the  United  States  on  the  26th 
«.f  Jhi.uory.  1H70,  has  been  teceived  by  me 
Irom  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
Slates,  by  which  action  of  Congress  the  con- 
stitution adopted  by  the  people  of  Virginia 
o*  the  1th  day  of  July,  1869.  and  the  action 
of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  therounder.have 
been  approved  ratified  by  Congress  and  the 
State  of  Virginia  restored  in  her  political  re- 
lations to  the  Federal  Union  ; 

And  whereas  there  is  no  day  appointed  by 
the  said  act  of  Congress  for  the  convening  of 
the  General  Assembly ; 

Therefore,  1,  Gilbert  C  Watkios,  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  do  hereby 
make  known  the  facts  as  stated  above;  and 
do  further  make  known  that  the  General  As- 
sembly ot  Virginia  will  convene  at  the  Cap- 
itol, in  the  city  of  Richmond,  on  Tuesday, 
the  8th  day  of  February,  1S70  at  twelve  M  . 
tor  the  discharge  of  its  functions  under  said 
constitution. 

In  testimony  there  to  I  have  hitherto  set 
my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  be  affixed,  at  Richmond, 
this  27th  day  of  January.  1870.

liMwaliMsi  Women. 

The  women  of  the  islands  show  as  great 
extremes  of  beauty  Rnd  deformity  as  the 
scenery — black,  rugged  and  frowning  moun- 
tains and  tropical  valleys — the  old  withered 
bag  that  reminds  you  of  ghouls  which  haunt 
grave  yards,  and  the  embodiment  of  a  physi- 
cal perfection  of  shape  and  proportion  that 
sculpture  has  never  equaled.  Iu  the  warm 
air  of  t  he  tropics,  the  Hawaiian  damsel  comeff 
to  maturity  at  a  very  early  age,  and  is  some- 
times a  mother  before  her  twelfth  year.  At 
the  age  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  her  form  is 
rounded  into  womanly  perfection;  at  twenty 
she  haa  passed  her  prime  and  begins  to  fade; 
at  thirty  she  appears  old  and  homely,  or  gross 
and  loathsome  in  unwieldy  obesity  ;  and  after 
tluet  she  rapidly  deteriorates  into  the  most 
l.n^i.rh  and  withered-looking  object  that  ever 
Itore  the  name  of  wotnau.  Some  of  them, 
when  young,  might  furnish  models  of  a  Ve 
nus,  such  as  the  Greeks  never  dreamed  of. 
With  a  Malayan  cast  of  couutenance,  often 
more  pleasing  and  nearer  to  ideal  perfection 
than  aver  the  Grecian  profile;  with  hair  of 
the  hue  and  polish  of  a  raven's  wing;  black 
eyes  that  Hash  like  lightning,  or  sparkle  like 
slurs,  and  seem  to  read  your  inmost  thoughts ; 
Hi*  which  part  like  the  red  folds  of  a  rose-bud, 
disclosing  symmetrical  rows  of  white  teeth, 
that  never  blacken  or  decay ;  limbs  aud  form 
with  every  muscle  roundod  into  the  line  of 
oeauty;  small,  plump  hands,  with  delicate 
tapenug  lingers  which  might  make  even  a 
Parisian  beauty  die  ot  envy ;  and  a  face  glow- 
ing with  kitid  and  generous  feeling; — the 
Hawaiian  damsel  often  bursts  suddenly  on 
the  ttaveler  s  si^ht,  or  glides  across  his  path 
iike  an  unveiled  vision  of  physical  beauty. 
All,  however,  even  iu  their  youth,  are  not 
beautiful,  and  none  of  them  have  that  higher 
type  of  beauty,  that  impress  of  thought  and 
sentiment  and  delicate  leeling  which  the  cul- 
tivated European  wears  in  every  line  aud 
shading  ot  her  face. 

They  are  very  fond  of  dress  and  ornament, 
and  these,  too.  of  the  finest  aud  moat  costly 
description.  Shoddy  aud  cheap  articles  find 
no  favor  with  them.  A  Hawaiian  woman's 
wardrobe  is  simple  and  limited;  but  it  must 
be  good.  With  her  the  fashion  never  changes, 
but  from  year  to  year  she  makes  her  dress  in 
exactly  the  same  style, — with  a  yoke  and  a 
h  dm  (lowing  skirt, — aud  wears  with  a  single 
under-garment.  Bounets  she  seldom  toler- 
ates, but  instead  wears  around  her  head  a  gay 
wreath  of  flowers,  without  which  she  never 
seems  to  feel  as  if  dressed.  Tastes,  in  our 
sense  of  the  word,  she  can  scarcely  be  said  to 
have.  Often  clad  in  the  finest  silk,  or  the 
costliest  satin,  she  may  be  seen  sitting  cross- 
leiited  iu  her  favorite  position  on  a  mat,  or 
stretched  at  full  length  on  the  grass.  She 
walks  with  a  rolling,  lumbering  gait,  and, 
like  Chinese  women,  seems  never  to  compre- 
hend the  idea  of  beauty  ot  position  or  of  mo- 
tiou.  They  are  skilled  in  horsemanship,  al- 
ways riding  astride,  with  long  robes  of  bril- 
liant calico  wrapped  around  their  limbs,  and 
streaming  buck  on  the  wind. 

She  is  lacking  in  that  delicate  sense  of 
modesty  which  the  enlightened  and  refined 
man  prizes  in  woman.  Usually  she  is 
j  dressed  ;  yet  no  sight  is  more  common,  even 
I  iu  large  towns,  thati  women  in  a  state  of 
nudity,  either  swimming  iu  the  surf  or  fishing 
on  the  reefs,  or  sitting  on  the  stones,  and 
washing  in  the  streams  by  the  roadside. 

Her  social  position  is  very  much  changed 
for  the  better,  since  the  advent  of  Christianity 
among  them.  Formerly,  she  was  little  more 
than  the  slave  of  man,  as  he  was  of  the  chief. 
The  choicest  kinds  of  their  food,  like  cocoa- 
nuts,  bananas,  and  dog  were  forbidden  ber  on 
pain  of  death,  She  was  not  allowed  to  eat 
with  men — even  with  her  own  husband  oi 
sous.  Cooking  among  the  Hawaiians,  as 
among  the  ancient  Greeks,  was  a  noble  and 
diviue  art,  too  diguilied  and  important  to  be 
trusted  to  uu  interior  creature  like  woman, 
and  always  ptrfoi  uied  by  males.  She  pound- 
ed kapu,  braided  mats,  and  discharged  the 
menial  duties  of  the  household.  She  was 
beatcu  by  her  husband  at  his  pleasure,  aud 
had  no  redress  from  the  tyranny  and  wrongs 
inflicted  on  her.  She  also  fought  in  battle  as 
a  soldier.  Rank  aud  chiefahip  were  always 
reckoned  through  her,  for  reasous  which,all 
will  understand  who  consider  the  former 
moral  and  social  habits  of  that  people.  Now 
she  fishes,  rides,  swims,  and  gossips  at  her 
will,  and  is  generally  on  a  socitl  equality 
with  man.  In  some  respects,  indeed,  she  has 
even  the  advantage  of  him;  for  according  to 
Iluwaiian  custom  aad  etiquette,  it  is  one  of 
her  reserved  and  iualienable  rights  to  make 
the  matrimonial  proposals.  She  is  naturally 
very  deficient  in  a  nice  sense  of  moral  fitness 
and  propriety,  and  feels  little  constraint  in 
the  presence  of  the  other  sex.  She  is  very 
fond  of  white  men,  and  very  proud  to  become 
a  white  man's  wife  —  Sabbath  at

Professor  Hall,  with  a  little  help  from  Con- 
gress, thinks  that  he  can  get  up  an  expedition 
which  will  plant  the  Stars  and  Stripes  on  the 
tiptop  of  the  North  I'ole.

around  the  pole.  We  daresay,  too,  that  the} 
are  correct  in  this  opinion,  but  that  the  best 
way  to  reach  the  pole  is  not  against  the  current" 
icebergs  which  come  down  Baffin's  Bay,  but 
by  way  of  the  Pacific  equatorial  current, 
which  partly  flows  into  the  Arctic  Ocean 
through  Behring  Straits,  or  by  way  of  the 
Atlantic  equatorial  current  (or  Gulf  Stream) 
up  by  the  coast  of  Norway  and  by  tha  island 
of  Spitz  bergen.  These  two  great  warm  ocean 
currents  supply  the  water  which  no  doubt 
keeps  the  sea  open  aroond  the  pole,  while  the 
current  which  cones  down  from  Baffin's  Bay 
is  only  the  returning  volume  of  those  two 
equatorial  currents  after  they  have  lost  their 
heat.  Hence  the  procession  of  icebergs  drift- 
ing down  Baffin's  Bay  into  the  Atlantic  in 
the  spring.  They  come  from  the  accumula- 
tions of  the  glaciers  on  the  rock  and  pre- 
ciptous  shores  of  that  bay  on  both  sides 

With  these  impressions  of  the  warm  oceon 
currents  concerned,  we  think  that  the  best 
pian  for  a  North  Pole  expedition  would  be  to 
go  in  through  Behring  Straits  aud  to  come  out 
by  way  of  Spitzbergen,  or  vict  vcrxa,  avoiding 
the  frozen  Arctic  Ocean  outlet  of  Baffin's  Bay 
altogether;  aud  we  think  that  all  the  failures 
of  British  and  American  explorers  to  reach 
the  pole  may  be  charted  mainly  to  the  mis- 
take of  takiug  the  route  of  Baffin's  Bay.  We 
think  so  because  this  bay  is  the  outlet  of  those 
two  aforesaid  inflowing  equatorial  current 
towards  the  pole  currents,  which  are  changed 
into  a  current  of  icebergs  in  their  return  by 
Baffin's  Bay  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  At  all 
eveuts,  in  view  of  the  national  honor  of  solv- 
ing this  mystery  of  the  North  Pole,  Professor 
Hall,  an  old  campaigner  in  the  Artie  seas, 
should  be  granted  the  trifling  assistance  re- 
quired from  Congress.

The  year  1870,  if  it  only  practice* 
the  constitution  with  a  little  sincerity,  ought 
to  give  to  Paris  th<»  fourteen  or  fifteen  depu- 
ties to  which  the  capital  has  a  right,  and 
also  to  elect  its  own  municipal  councillors 
The  administrators  of  the  commuue  of  Paris 
should  not  be  nominated  by  the  deputies  of 
departmental  circumscriptions.

There  has  been  so  much  swindling  practi- 
ced by  briefless  pettifoggers  to  obtain  a  living 
out  of  the  hard  earnings  of  credulous  people 
by  representations  of  their  possible  title  to 
property  without  heirs  "over  the  water,"  that 
a  few  hints  conve3*cd  by  a  London  communi- 
cation  copied  in  the  American  Law  Review 
for  January,  may  not  be  out  of  place  in  set 
ting  Americans  right  in  the  matter 

Jndah  P.  Benjamin  writes  to  the  New  Or- 
leans Time.*  that,  since  his  call  to  the  English 
bar,  hundreds  of  letters  have  reached  him  from 
different  parts  of  the  Union,  making  inquir- 
ies relative  to  estates  represented  as  unclaim- 
ed and  awaiting  American  heirs.  In  every 
instance  that  has  come  to  his  knowledge 
the  representations,  from  whatever  source 
they  came,  have  proved  false,  and  were 
evidently  made  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding 
under  the  pretext  of  paying  the  costs  of 
records,  copies,  Ac,  said  to  be  necessary 
for  the  assertion  of  the  pretended  claim. 

Mr.  Benjamin  cites  one  or  two  plausible  ex- 
amples, and  gives  the  usual  mode  cf  proce- 
dure, which  has  in  one  or  two  instances  come 
under  our  own  observation,  wherein  the 
"ageut"  of  London  solicitors  at  first  under- 
takes the  business  for  a  percentage  on  the 
amount  actually  realized,  but  just  at  the 
"critical  moment"  calls  on  his  dupes  for 
funds.  Mr.  Benjamin  concludes  his  letter  as 
follows: 

"Most  of  the  persons  who  are  duped  are  ig- 
norant on  two  points  which,  in  nearly  every 
instauce,  would  satisfy  them  at  ones  of  the 
utter  folly  of  the  hopes  they  indulge.  The 
first  is  that  an  alien  can  not  be  an  heir  in 
England  when  there  is  no  will,  and  that  he 
can  nottake  real  e  tate,  even  left  to  him  by 
will.  The  second  is,  that  the  English*  estates 
devolve  upon  the  eldest  son  alone,  and  on  his 
eldest  son  iu  succession,  and  are  not  divided 
inte  shares  among  oil  the  children.  Yet  noth- 
ing is  more  common  than  for  persons  to  assert 
heirship  to  the  supposed  shares  of  younger 
brothers  and  sisters,  or  to  claim,  as  natives 
of  the  Unite  1  States,  heirship  to  Englishmen 
who  have  left  no  wills."

he  was  yet  an  nitaiit 
Graud  Duke  of  Ferdinand  111.,  was  driven 
out  of  Tuscany  by  the  French  and  forced 
to  seek  refuge  iu  Germany.  First  at 
Salsburg  and  afterwards  at  Wurzburg,  which 
latter  place  was  ceded  to  Ferdinand  at  the 
peace  of  Luneville,  in  18011,  Leopold  received 
an  admirable  education,  learning  many  lan- 
guages and  distinguishing  himself  in  mathe- 
matics In  1814  Napoleon  fell,  and  Tuscany 
was  restored  to  Ferdinand,  who  returned  to 
Florence  to  resume  his  amiable  reign.  Three 
years  later  (1817),  Leopold  married  the  Prin- 
cess Marie  Anne  Caroline,  daughter  of  Maxi- 
milian of  Saxony.  In  1824  he  succeeded  his 
father  as  Grand  Duke.  From  this  time  until 
1848  Leopold  occupied  the  ducal  throne  with- 
out serious  troubles  arising  in  Tuscany.  The 
country  was  misgoverned,  but  his  was  then 
the  most  liberal  rule  in  Italy.  Possessed  of 
a  mind  full  of  the  material  progress  of  civili- 
zation, Leopold  went  energetically  to  work  to 
improve  Tuscany.  Splendid  roads  were 
made,  stone  bridges  constructed,  railroads, 
built  and  educational  institutions  establish- 
ed. Florence  was  splendidly  embellished  du- 
ring his  reign.  The  great  Cathedral,  the 
most  magnificent  in  Italy,  next  to  St.  Peter's, 
which  had  remained  unfinished  for  centuries, 
be  undertook  to  complete.  The  Church  ol 
arts  Leopold  was  also  conspicuous.  By  his 
Santa  Croce  and  the  Lang  Arno  owe  much  to 
his  liberality.  As  a  patron  of  the  fine 
orders  all  the  galleries  of  art  iu  Florence,  in- 
cluding those  of  his  own  palace,  were  opened 
to  public  inspection.  In  other  respects  he 
displayed  equal  liberality.  Although  a  de- 
voted Catholic  he  discountenanced  religioos 
prosecution,  and  protected  the  Protestant 
communities  of  Pisa,  Leghorn  and  Florence. 
Throughout  Tuscany  the  administration  of 
justice  was  reformed  and  something  like  an 
impartial  judiciary  established.  Scientific 
undertakings  were  generously  patronized 
and  philanthropic  institutions  fostered. 

The  revolution  of  1848  found  Leopold  the 
only  popular  ruler  in  Italy.  When  the  agi- 
tation in  his  duchy  commenced  ho  declared 
himself  in  favor  of  doing  everything  in  his 
power  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  peo- 
ple. It  was,  however,  dema  ded  of  him  that 
he  aid  in  driving  Austria  irom  Ijombardy, 
and  as  he  was  a  member  <  f  the  House  of 
Hapsburg  he  naturally  refused  to  comply. 
In  addition  republican  principles  were  dom- 
inant ;  he  opposed  them,  and  for  so  opposing 
was  expelled  from  Tuscany  and  a  republic 
was  proclaimed.  The  triumph  of  the  revolu- 
tionists was  short  lived.  Austrian  bayonets 
soon  reseated  Leopold  on  the  ducal  throne. 
On  his  return  he  was  well  received  by  the 
people,  who  had  grown  fired  of  the  anarchy 
which  had  prevailed  under  the  rule  of  the 
misnamed  republicans.  Unfortunately  for 
his  popularity  Leopold  entered  into  a  con- 
vention with  Austria  by  which  10,000  Aus- 
trians  to!dier.i  were  to  occupy  the  Tuscan 
territory  and  support  his  authority. 

Instead  of  the  Grand  Duke  ruling,  marshal 
Radetzky  did  the  governing,  and  in  a  manner 
not  calculated  to  inspire  the  people  with  af- 
fection for  the  house  of  Hapsburg.  Years 
passed  on.  Napoleon  III.  gave  the  signal 
and  Italy  rose  in  revolution.  The  Austrians, 
being  compelled  to  evacuate  Tuscany,  left 
Leopold  at  the  mercy  of  his  subjects.  These 
urged  him  to  unite  with  Victor  Emanuel  in 
the  struggle  for  Italian  independence;  but 
the  Hapsburg  blood  flowed  too  strongly  in 
his  veins,  and  he  refused,  nis  army  and 
ministers  were  thus  turned  against  him  At 
the  last  moment  he  was  urged  to  abdicate  in 
favor  of  his  son  Ferdinand.  This  also  he 
declined  doing.  One  fine  morning,  finding 
the  army  mutinous  and  the  people  excited. 
Leopoid  made  his  exit  from  Tuscany,  accom- 
panied by  bis  family.  He  made  no  provision 
whatever  for  a  govern meut.  When  asked  to 
do  something  he  replied,  "  The  Tuscans  may 
do  as  they  please,"  and  adding  to  this  sen- 
tence a  couple  of  energetic  expletives  he  left 
Subsequently,  however,  he  formally  re- 
nounced the  throne  in  favor  of  his  son,  but  it 
was  then  too  late.  Victor  Emanuel  was  in 
possession  of  the  duchy,  aud  consolidation 
had  begun.  Here  ends  the  public  career  of 
Leopold.  But  for  his  relationship  with  Fran- 
cis Joieph  he  would  probably  have  been  the 
ruler  of  one-half  of  Italy  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Unluckily  for  him  he  was  an  Arch 
duke  of  Austria,  Prince  Royal  of  Hungary, 
and  Bohemia  and  General  of  Austrian  cav- 
alry.   Personally  he  was  a  very  affable  and 

scension  with  which  he  treated  his  subjects, 
and  the  simplicity  and  unaffectedness  of  his 
manners  made  him  much  liked.  Had  he  pos- 
sessed strength  of  mind  and  stability  of  pur- 
pose he  never  would  have  forfeited  his  popu- 
larity, bet  in  both  of  these  he  was  lacking 
I  Leopold  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife 
died  in  1832.  Fourteen  months  iuter  he  took 
to  wife  Marie  Antoinette  Anne,  daughter  of 
the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  He  had  five 
children,  all  of  whom  survive  him.

tained as  a  valid,  charitable  use  in  this  State 
These  endowments  originated  in  England  at 
a  period  when  the  religious  sentiment  was 
strong,  and  their  tendency  waa  to  run  into 
superstition.    Id  modern  times  the  danger  is 
of  the  opposite  extreme  of   licentious  «- 
It  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  carefully 
guarded  from  either,  and  preserved  iu  that 
happy  mean  between  both,  which  will  most 
conduce  to  tho  true  interests  ot  society.  Es- 
tablished principles  will  enable  the  courts  to 
accomplish  this.    Charity  is  love  to  God  and 
love  to  our  neighbor    the  fulfillment  of  the 
two  great  commandments  upon  which  hang 
all  the  law  and  the  prophets.    The  most  in- 
valuable possessions  of  man  are  faith,  bopo, 
and  charity,  these  three  ;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  iB  charity.    It  is  not  easy  to  see  how 
these  are  to  be  promoted  by  the  dissemination 
of  infidelity,  which  robs  men  of  faith  and 
hope,  if  not  of  charity  also     It  is  unneces- 
essary  here  to  discuss  the  question  under 
what  limitations  the  principle  isto  be  admitted 
that  Christianity  is  part  of  the  common  law 
of  Pennsylvania     It  is  in  entire  consistency 
with  the  sacred  guarantee  of  the  rights  ol 
conscience  and  religious  liberty  contained  in 
the  constitution  of  the  State  to  hold  that, 
even  if  Christianity  is  not  part  of  the  law  of 
the  laud,  it  is  the  popular  religion  of  the 
country,  an  insult  to  which  would  be  indicta- 
ble is s  directly  tending  to  disturb  the  public 
peace.    The  laws  aud  institutions  of  the  State 
are  built  on  the  foundation  of  reverence  tor 
Christianity.    To  this  extent,  at  least  it  must 
be  considered  as  well  settled  that  the  religion 
revealed  in  the  Bible  is  not  to  be  openiy  re- 
viled, ridiculed  or  blasphemed  to  the  annoy- 
ance of  sincere  believers  who  compose  the 
great  mass  of  the  good  people  of  the  common 
wealth.    I  can  conceive  of  nothing  so  likely 
— so  sure,  indeed, — to  produce  these  conse- 
quences, as  a  hall  desecrated  in  perpetuity 
for  the  discussion  of  religion,  politics,  etc  , 
under  the  direction  and  administration  of  a 
society  of  infidels.    Indeed,  I  would  go  fur- 
ther, and  adopt  the  sentiment  aud  language 
of  Mr.  Justice  Duncan,  in  the  case  just  re- 
ferred to  :  'It  would  prove  a  nursery  of  vice, 
a  school  to  qualify  young  men  for  the  gal- 
lows and  young  women  for  the  brothel;  and 
there  is  not  a  skeptic  of  decent  manners  and 
good  morals  who  would  not  consider  such  a 
debating  club  as  a  common  nuisance  and  dis- 
grace to  the  city.' " 

Gt'STAVfs  Bkkukwoktu,  a  German  historian, 
who  recently  examined  the  Spanish  archiv-s 
very  carefully,  is  said  to  have  discovered 
there  a  document  which  throws  perfect  light 
over  the  end  of  Don  Carlos,  the  unfortunate 
son  of  King  Philip  the  second,  in  regard  to 
which  so  many  doubts  have  prevailed 
The  document  is  written  by  Fiary  Juan  de 
Avila,  the  father-confessor  of  the  Prince,  and 
was  present  at  his  last  moments.  It  contains 
a  detailed  account  of  the  apprehension,  con- 
viction and  execution  of  the  Prince.  The 
crime  of  Don  Carlos  consisted  in  the  fact  that  j 
he  had  entered  into  a  clandestine  correspon- 
dence with  the  Prince  of  Orange  and  Count 
Egmont  in  which  he  had  promised  that  he 
would  persuade  his  father  to  confer  on  him 
the  commander-in-chief  of  the  Spanish  troops 
in  the  Netherlands,  and  that  he  would  then 
pass  over  to  the  insurgents.  This  correspon- 
dence was  discovered,  whereupon  King 
Philip  secretly  appointed  a  special  court,  be- 
fore which  he  accused  his  son  of  high  treason. 
The  court  sentenced  him  to  death,  and  three 
days  after  that  he  was  executed.  The  Prince, 
blindfolded,  was  placed  on  a  chair,  and  tied 
to  it,  whereupon  the  executioner  cut  his  throat 
with  a  knife.  Before  the  executioner  lelt  the 
building  where  this  bloody  deed  was  commit- 
ted, he  was  charged  with  having  robbed  the 
Prince  after  he  was  dead.  He  was  uncere- 
moaiously  dragged  into  the  court  yard  and 
shot  dead.  The  execution  took  place  on  the 
23d  of  February,  15C8. 

The  Paris  Refurmt  says  of  Prince  Bona- 
parte that  while  residing  at  Canino  his  hunts 
man  was  about  to  be  married  to  a  young  girl. 
The  Prince  was  paying  attentions  to  her 
which  the  huntsman  resented,  and  told  him 
he  woulJ  not  sanction  their  continuance 
Some  days  after  he  was  shot  in  the  head  while 
in  the  middle  of  the  woods  by  Piarre  Bona- 
parte himself.  Publie  rumor  soon  made 
known  the  perpetrator  to  the  police,  and  a 
captain  of  the  mounted  force  was  charged 
with  his  arrest  Pierre  Bonaparte  had  a  cer 
tain  reputation  for  courage,  and  also  wan 
known  to  carry  arms.  The  offieer  arranged 
to  arrest  him  at  tho  cafe  which  he  usually 
visited,  and  to  have  three  men  ready  to  seize 
him  on  receiving  a  signal.  The  captain  went 
to  the  cafe,  seated  himself  near  Pierre  Bona- 
parte, and  engaged  in  conversation  with  him 
While  speaking  he  remarked  the  butt-ends  of 
two  pistols,  spoke  of  their  fine  carving,  and, 
having  got  them  into  his  hand,  he  believed 
it  a  favorable  moment  to  give  the  signal. 
But  the  assassin  was  otherwise  armed,  and. 
during  the  fight,  he  found  a  chance  to  stab 
the  captain  with  a  stiletto.  The  Pope  Lad 
him  tried  for  this  double  murder,  when  he 
was  sentenced  to  death,  but  was  pardoned  by 
the  Pope. 

The  tuanal  under  the  Straiti  of  Dover,  it  is 
announced,  has  been  reported  against  by  the 
commission  of  French  and  English  engineers 
to  whom  the  subject  was  referred.  The  con- 
struction of  the  Inrnel  through  the  gray  chalk 
is  reported  feasible,  but  the  cost  would 
amount  to  $50.000000,  without  taking  into  con- 
sideration unforseao  disunities.

It  is  not  in  man  to  knoar  the  heart  of  his 
fellow-man;  but  we  have  beard  of  no  convic- 
tion more  universal  where  he  was  known,  or 
more  deeply  fixed  in  the  minds  of  thin  com- 
munity among  whom  he  lived  and  moved  for 
fifty-nix  years,  than  this  :  That  Judge  Col- 
lins was  an  hon»st  man  and  a  Christian,  n 
noble  *pi  MMM  of  the  true  Christian*  gentle- 
man. Joining  the  Presbyterian  Church  be- 
fore he  was  grown,  while  yet  quite  a  young 
raar.,  he  seemed  to  get  fuii  hold  of  the  true 
idea,  that  to  be  a  Christian  it  »  work  fur 
Christ,  and  he  entered  upon  the  work  with 
alacrity.  Such  a  private  Christian  soon  de- 
N  ImmV,  uuder  the  blessing  of  God  and  the 
confidence  of  the  Church,  into  a  Daacon  for 
thirteen  years  and  an  Elder  for  thirty-five 
years.  In  all  the  Church  courts,  from  the 
Session  to  the  Presbytery  of  Ebenezer,  frozn 
the  Presbytery  to  the  Synod  of  Kentucky, from 
th-  <ynod  to  the  General  Atsembly  at  Pitts- 
burg in  183C,  he  was  regarded  as  a  "wise 
counselor,"  "  devising  liberal  thing!."  We 
cannot  doubt  that  from  abundant  labors  here 
tie  has  entered  upon  a  glorious  reward,  and 
has  exchanged  the  pain  and  suffering  of  bis 
later  years  on  earth  for  the  '  joy  and  rejoi- 
cing "  of  the  blest  in  heaven. 

The  happiest  work  of  his  life,  which  grew 
most  upon  him,  aroused  all  the  love  of  his 
heart  and  kiudled  hit  liveliest  enthusiasm, 
was  that  for  the  good  of  Children — for  the 
cultivation  of  their  intellects,  cheering  and 
hnppefying  their  hearts,  comforting  their 
souls  and  MM]  them  the  way  to  heaven. 
Scarcely  a  child  of  the  seven  thousand  in 
Mason  County  over  five  yours  of  age  but  knew 
him  personally,  and  watched  for  his  coming, 
hung  upon  his  teachings  with  eagerness 
and  confidence  and  love.  A  Sabbath  School 
teacher  and  superintendent  for  nearly  fJlty 
years,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
for  twenty  years,  he  studied  and  understood 
and  loved  the  ways  and  thoughts  and  hearts 
of  children.  Like  lambs  to  a  shepherd,  they 
came  confidingly  to  him,  and  clung  around 
him  and  trusted  in  him.  Men  and  aomen,  ol 
two-score  years  and  over,  have  his  portrait 
MM  the  walls  of  their  houses  and  in  their 
photograph  albums  ;  and  proudly  and  tear- 
fully speak  of  him  as  their  first  Sunday 
School  teacher  or  superintendent.  Such  love 
is  thankful  and  grateful,  and  makes  the  heart 
better.  And  such  a  man  lives  in  the  memo 
ry  with  a  sweeter  freshness  aud  a  greener 
hue  than  all  the  meu  of  mere  worldly  ambition 
can  or  ought  to.  (iod  who  gave  the  heart  Us 
ordered  it  so,  and  it  is  right.

'  The  Philistines  are  upou  thee,  BaMP* 
mHLm  The  people  of  Kentucky  way  as 
well  utake  up  their  minds  that  the  Amend 
ment  to  the  Constitution  fixing  and  fasten- 
ing negro  suffrage  upou  all  the  States  will 
soou  be  declared  and  acted  upou  as  a  part 
of  the  Supreme  law  of  the  land,  anything 
in  the  coustitution  and  laws  of  any 
State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
It  is  true  that  it  Us  beeu  forced 
through  by  th*  votes  of  States  held 
in  military  duress  and  denied  all 
participation  in  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment or  control  over  their  own  local  af- 
fairs, and  is  not  the  will  of  the  people  of 
those  States  or  of  the  Uuited  States.  But 
we  have  argued  that  question  over  often 
enough,  and  it  has  availed  nothing  in 
checking  these  outrages  or  delaying  the 
result.  We  will  admit,  if  any  one  choo!es 
to  W$  it.  that  the  enormity  is  sufficient  to 
justify  a  revolution  were  there  any  hopes 
of  success ;  but  then  no  one  proposes  to 
fight  over  the  matter,  and  if  anybody  did  he 
would  not  get  many  backers.  Possibly 
any  honest  court  would  declare  the  ameud- 
MM4  invalid,  both  ou  the  ground  of  its 
i uh -rent  antagouism  to  the  spirit  of  the 
Constitution,  and  because  of  the  illegality 
of  the  uunner  of  the  adoptiou  ;  but  theu 
there  is  uo  chance  of  getting  such  a  deci 
sion  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  MMM  of  our  State 
courts  would  not  amount  to  much  iu  pre 
venting  the  enforcement  of  the  auieudinent 
in  this  State.  The  second  clauae  of  the 
amendment  gives  to  Congress  the 
power  to  enforce  it  by  appro- 
priate legislation,  and  should  Con- 
gress puss  an  act  making  it  puuishable  by 
hue  and  imprisonment  lo  refuse  a  negro 
the  right  to  vote  or  to  prevent  him  from 
Voting  by  violeuce,  threats,  eU>  ,  it  would 
be  iucouveuient  and  disagreeable,  to  say 
the  least  of  it,  to  be  hauled  dowu  to  Louis 
ville  on  such  a  charge.  The  long  aud 
short  of  it  is  that  the  evil  is  upou  us  io 
spite  of  all  that  we  could  do  to  prevent  it, 
and  we  can  do  nothing  to  help  ourselves. 
From  our  old  fashioned  stand  point  any 
law  or  change  that  helps  to  cheapen  aud 
degrade  the  right  of  suffrage  is  an  evil, 
and  we  can  discover  nothing  in  the  work- 
ings of  negro  suffrage  in  the  Southern 
States  which  convinces  us  that  we  have 
been  wrong  in  this  faith.  But  the  great 
principle  for  which  we  have  contended 
was  that  feature  of  our  system  of  federated 
republicanism  which  left  the  question  of 
suffrage  and  of  all  others  of  a  kindred  na- 
ture to  be  dealt  with  by  the  respective 
States. 

The  negro  vote  of  the  State  is  not  over- 
estimated when  placed  at  35,000  and  the 
Radicals  so  confidently  calculate  upon 
carrying  this  vote  «i  matte  that  their  or- 
gans now  claim  the  State  by  a  considera- 
ble majority.  Fortunately  the  majority 
of  conservative  people  in  Kentucky  is  so# 
large  that  even  though  the  sanguine  ex- 
pectations of  the  Radicals  io  regard  to  the 
negro  vote  should  be  realixed,  the  State 
could  not  even  then  be  brought  under  the 
domination  of  the  men  who  have  broken 
down  the  safeguards  of  public  and  private 
liberty  in  order  to  perpetuate  their  own 
power.  Though  every  negro  in  the  State  of 
the  legal  age  voted  for  the  Radicals,  Ken- 
tucky would  still  be  conservative,  or,  if 1 
you  please,  Democratic.  But  in  some  lo-  I 
c.ilittes  the  combined  strength  of  Radi- 
cals and  negroes  would  be  a  power  not  to  j 
at.

The  people  of  Kentucky  voted  at  the 
last  August  tie  -lion  for  a  law  lev  vine  an 
additional  tax  <d' fifteen  Mats  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars  for  common  rchool  pui- 
poses.  Durine  the  cauvass  it  was  urged 
by  the  opponent -i  of  the  law  that  thn  Radi- 
cels  ia  Coogreas  might  adopt  st.iuc  legisla- 
tion forcing  the  State  to  admit  the  chil 
dren  of  negroes  M  the  benefits  of  the  bill, 
but  it  was  nevertheless  carried  by  o  tre- 
mendous majority.  The  bili  itself  upon 
which  the  vote  was  taken  provided  that 
the  tax  should  be  collected  from  white 
persons  only  and  that  white  children  only 
should  be  the  benetieiarie?.  Hut  stil! 
some  of  our  legislators  are  fearful  that 
some  mode  will  be  found  to  force  the  State 
to  admit  negroes  to  participation  in  the 
benefits  of  the  tax,  and  therefore  hc-itate 
to  vote  for  any  law  carryincout  the  declar- 
ed wish  of  the  people.  Others  prop  Be  to 
so  guard  the  law  that  it  may  become  inop- 
erative and  void  in  the  event  that  negroes 
bhould  ever  be  foisted  into  our  common 
schools.  They  are  willing  that  the  white 
children  shall  be  edweated  at  the.  public 
M pause,  but  rather  than  so  educate  the 
negro  children  they  prefer  that  while  chil- 
dren shall  grow  up  ignorant,  and,  perhapf, 
'depraved.  We  copy  the  following  account 
of  the  discussion  from  the  Frankfort  Yeo- 
MM  pf  Tbmsdiiy,  viz  :

negro  children  shall  he  iorceil  into  lbe  com- 
mon schools,  then  the  bill  shall  MSM  10  no 
operative. 

Mr.  Moss  advocated  hij  amrn  lnient  in  a 
speech  of  some  length.  H'n  oh5ect  Was  to 
keep  the  matt,  r  wiihin  the  e  intr'd  of  the 
Legislature  tili  lbe  country  shall  MM  passed 
through  its  present  transitive  Matt  Tne 
mania  ot  the  party  io  power  in  i he  Federal 
Government  apon  t!ie  subject  of  negro  eqna'l- 
ity,  and  the  deposition  manifested  to  over- 
ride all  the  sittaia  of  iha  Btelet  ware  such  as 
to  render  prud-uce  in  this  matter  easentiaJ  to 
safety.  He  was  for  a  liberal  syst.  m  of  com 
mon  school  S  location  ;  bit  people  were  for  it 
and  the  peopie  of  (he  OoMMMWMtth  bad  in 
structed  the^r  Kepreseiitali ves  upon  ih-  ill 
ject;  and  he  would,  iu  g<>od  faith,  and  to  the 
fullest  extent,  obey  their  instruction-  lb- 
would,  however,  at  the  same  time  prr.tecf 
them  from  the  possibility  of  the  imposition  of 
negro  equality  :n  the  common  schools,  by  all 
necessary  safeguards.  His  amendment  le- 
thought  necessary  to  this  end.  If.  when  the 
Legislature  meet  a  train  next  w.n'er.  •; 
stand  as  now,  the  law  can  easily  be  extended: 
if,  however,  the  aitempt  to  force  the  aegfU 
into  tbe  schools  should  be  made,  it  might  and 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  expire  by  Hldftallon 
The  white  men  o!  Kentucky  did  not  w a  it  to 
be  taxed  heavily  for  tho  education  of  the 
negroes.  His  amendment  v,.  aid  do  no 
harm,  aud  might  resell 
holding  the  MalfSr  ;nth"  han-!s  of  the  EJeffari 
latum. 

Mr.  Silvertooih  preferred  his  amendmcj.t. 
He  thought  it  would  !,e  unwise  to  attempt  lo 
organize,  perfect,  and  put  into  operation  a 
system  of  common  school;  snch  as  was  con- 
templated ami  such  us  the  Slate  ought  to 
have,  with  provision  lor  panning  it  but  for  a 
single  year.  Th-*  system  could  not  be  organ- 
ized till  by  the  limitation  it  would  di-  .  II,- 
people  and  the  p-op|e  ot  the  BMM  had  voto<* 
tor  the  bill;  but  tiley  did  not  mean  tovi.te  Mff 
any  measure  which  would  nfcstk*.  uegroes  ben 
eticiatiesof  the  fund  in  common  with  white 
children. 

He  had  doubts  as  to  whether  the  tux,  once 
levied,  could  under  the  Constitution,  be  re- 
pealed -whether  MM  levy  Mat  not  a  dedica- 
tion to  the  school  fund,  which  COald  not 
thereafter  be  recanted  ,  but  be  would  at  a 
precautionary  measure,  expressly  reserve  in 
the  bill  the  ritthl  to  repeal  it,  to  be  exercised 
whenever,  in  the  judgement  ol  the  fieneral 
Assembly,  the  circumstaiues  should  de- 
mand 

Mr.  Moss  thoupht  the  amendment  of  Mr 
Silvertooth  would  conler  no  power  upon  the 
legislature  which  they  did  not  MSIfM  witk 
out  it.  His  amendment  was  the  only  safe 
course  Levy  the  tax  from  year  to  year, 
when  the  MMM  would  unmistakably  be  mi 
der  the  control  of  the  Houses. 

Mr.  Mc<"reary  was  instructed,  and  wus 
heartily  lor  an  eahwgeMMl  ol  llie  school  sys- 
tem ;  but  he  wnuld  guard  lbe  bill  with  great 
care.  In  these  times,  when  the  assumptions 
of  jurisdiction  in  local  matter*!  by  Congress 
aud  the  Federal  Osafll  were  so  llmranf, 
we  could  not  be  over  cautious  in  tht  mat- 
ter. 

Judge.  Plotter  thought  the  act  of  last  win- 
ter, submitting  the  question  to  the  people, 
was  clear  upon  the  quedion  The  act  pro- 
vided that  any  tax.  so  levied,  should  be  upon 
the  property  of  white  citizens  exclu.siv  ly. 
and  that  only  white  children  should  he  bene- 
ficiaries. This  provision  was  as  much  adopt- 
ed by  the  popular  vote  as  that  d  recting  tin- 
levy  of  the  tax,  and  should  be  carefully, 
guarded.  Upon  the  constitutional  question  as 
to  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  repeal  an 
act  levying  the  tax,  a  hasty  examination  of 
lbe  Constitution  induced  him  to  regard  the 
power  to  repeal  evident  Any  money  raised 
under  tuch  tax  could  not,  by  legislative  en 
actment,  be  diverted  from  the  purposes  of 
common  schools  :  but  the  Legislature  would 
not  be  prohibited  from  repealing  the  law  pro 
viding  for  such  levy,  before  any  sum  was 
raised  thereander  in  uny  year,  Such  at  least 
wat  hit  view  upon  a  hasty  rendering  of  the 
prov.sion.  He  would  not,  however,  advance 
this  as  his  deliberate  and  matured  judgement. 
And  in  view  of  the  tendency  of  the  Federal 
authorities  tn  encroachment  upon,  and  as- 
sumption of.  Slate  authority,  he  would  pre- 
fer further  time  for  the  in vestigaioa  of  the 
matter,  to  the  end  that  the  proper  safeguards 
may  be  placed  around  the  measures.  He  would 
prefer  a  recommittal  of  the  bill  and  amend 
meutB. 

Gen.  Lewis  thought  the  provision  of  the 
bill  amply  regarded.  The  tax  wa9  only  to  be 
levied  and  collected  of  white  mcn,  and  onl 
white  children,  were  to  be  beneficiaries, 
was  willing  to  accept  the  amendment  of  Mr. 
Blue,  that  if  the  negro  shall  at  any  time  be 
forced  into  the  system,  the  law  should  no 
longer  be  operative.  He  thought,  however, 
that  this  Could  not  be   done.    He  was  ear-

To  choke  ne.{'ro  suffrage  down  the  throats 
of  the  people  of  Kentucky  aud  New  Vork 
will  bo  too  sweet  a  morsel  to  the  Radicals 
for  them  to  tarry  long  in  undertaking  it. 
Borne  litigation  will  probably  follow  in 
Kentucky  having  for  its  object  the  testing 
of  the  constitutionality  of  the  adoption  of 
tho  Amendment,  but  it  will  share  the  fate 
of  all  similar  efforts  to  obtain  the  inter- 
vention of  the  Supreme  Court  against  the 
enforcement  of  the  thirteenth  and  four- 
teenth Amendments  and  the  odious  recon- 
struction bills.  It  is  to  be  apprehended 
that  negro  suffrage  will  be  fasteued  upon 
Kentucky  before  the  next  August  elec- 
tion. In  anticipation  of  this  result  a  call 
h::s  been  already  issued  for  a  State  Con- 
vention of  negroes  to  meet  in  Frankfort  nn 
the  23d  Of  February.

Hrmy  L.  Daiis. — Lisas'  Basso  will  recall  to 
the  remembrance  of  many  of  the  people  of 
Maysville  a  gentleman  whom  they  knew  well 
and  respected  kighly.  Mr.  Davis  was  born 
in  Lancaster  county,  Pennsylvania,  in  the 
mouth  of  April,  1795,  and  was  in  the  seventy- 
fifth  year  of  his  age  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  I<exington  last  Saturday.  29th  ultimo.  He 
resided  at  different  times  in  Shippensbnrg  and 
Pittsburg.  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to  Mays- 
ville in  1S29,  where  he  resided  until  1859, 
when  he  married,  for  his  second  wife.  Mrs. 
Dora,  of  Brooksville.  in  Bracken  county,  and 
moved  to  that  place.  Mr  Davis'  first  wife 
was  Miss  Hannah  McAlister,  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  died  in  18&  The  deceased  was  a 
brother  of  J. din  W.  Davis,  of  Indiana,  at  one 
time  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Beprrsentat  i ves 
of  the  Fnited  States,  and  afterwards  minister 
to  China.  Henry  L.  Davis  was  for  fifty  6 ve 
years  of  his  life  a  prominent  member  of  fhe 
Methodist  Church,  of  which  his  father  and 
his  brother  Samuel  were  ministers.  He  was 
superintendent  of  the  first  Sunday  School  or- 
ganized in  connection  with  the  Methodist 
Chnreh  in  this  city,  and  continued  to  hold 
that  responsible  position  shorn  thirty  years, 
and  did  not  abandon  its  duties  until  he  re- 
moved to  Bracken  county.  The  deceased  left 
a  family  of  two  sons  and  two  dauujhtor?.  the 
youngest  daughter  having  heon  recently  mar 
ried  in  this  city.  We  hud  not  personally  the 
pleasure  of  his  acquaintance,  but  his  old 
friends  and  associates  testify  in  the  highest 
terms  to  his  moral  worth,  usefulness,  amiable 
disposition,  and  kind,  domestic  character. 
The  funeral  service  was  preached  in  the 
Methodist  Church  on  Tuesday  morning,  and 
the  body  was  followed  to  the  Cemetery  by  a 
large  concourse  of  sorrowing  friends.

It  was  determined  that  the  persons  to  whom 
the  debt  was  due  by  the  old  company,  to  sat- 
isfy whose  claims  the  road  was  sold  under  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  and  judgment  of  the 
Mason  Circuit  Court,  would  subscribe  the 
amount  of  their  respective  claims  as  stock  in 
the  new  company.  The  old  company  was  in 
debt  to  C.  B.  Child,  who  had  no  security  for 
his  claim,  and  wno  was  not  one  of  the  recent 
purchasers;  but  the  owners  regarded  his 
claim  as  a  just  one.  and  he  was  admitted  on 
equal  terms  with  themselves  and  subscribed 
the  amount  of  the  claim  allowed  as  stock  in 
the  new  eonapanjr.  The  whole  amount  of  the 
stock  subscribed  was  1001  shares  of  #50  each, 
or  representing  their  claims  of  (50,050.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  new  company,  while  re- 
serving to  themselves  the  right  to  sell  to  any 
parties  who  will  contract  to  build  the  road,  to 
take  all  the  measures  in  their  power  to  com- 
plete it  at  the  earliest  possible  day.

Mr.  Holt,  from  the  select  joint  committee 
to  investigate  necounts  of  ths  Public  Printer, 
iic.,  on  Tuesday,  February  2,  1870.  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  ordered  to  bo 
printed,  and  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day, 
viz : 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky. 

The  committee  appointed  untlera  joint  res- 
olution approved  January  29th,  18^l».  and  di- 
rected to  investigate  matters  touching  the 
late  and  present  Bublie  Printer  and  printing, 
respectfully  submit : 

That,  in  the  discharge  of  thu  duties  im- 
posed on  them  by  that  resoiutiou,  they  have 
carefully  and  diligently  examined  books,  pa- 
pers, the  vurious  laws  regulating  the  duties 
of  the  Pnblic  Printer,  the  records  of  the  Au- 
ditor's office,  and  those  witnesses  who,  from 
their  connection  wilh  the  records  of  the  State, 
or  with  the  subjects  under  investigation,  were 
most  probably  capable  of  supplying  the  in- 
lormution  requisite,  and  find  that,  during  the 
term  of  office  of  J.  H.  Harney,  as  Public 
Printer,  the  whole  compensation  drawn  by 
him  was  $72,500;  of  which  amount  $38,000 
was  drawn  during  the  tiist  year  of  his  term. 
The  remainder,  $34,500,  was  drawn  iu  the 
last  year  of  bis  term  of  office. 

This  whole  amount  was  drawn  by  warrants 
on  the  Treasury  obtained  from  the  Auditor, 
on  "estimates"  of  the  work  then  on  hand, 
finished  and  in  progress,  rendered  by  S.  L  M. 
Major,  the  agent  and  attorney  in  fact,  and 
partner  to  the  extent  of  one  third  of  the  net 
profits  of  Colonel  Harney,  and  who.  upon 
making  up  and  presenting  his  "  itemized  ac- 
count' on  the  5th  of  December,  1868,  ascer- 
tained and  reported  that,  upon  the  estimates 
for  the  printiug  of  the  last  year,  he  had  over- 
drawn upon  the  Auditor  to  the  amount  of 
$9,505  17  ,  and  that  upon  his  own  account  as 
Public  Printer,  having  succeeded  Mr.  Har- 
ney, he  had  in  a  simiiur  manner  overdrawn 
the  amount  of  $0G  50  :  both  of  which  sums  he 
refunded  to  the  Treasury  on  December  26th, 
1808.  The  day  of  repayment,  Irom  the  rendi 
lion  of  the  "itemized  account,"  December  5, 
186.H,  to  the  26th  of  December,  1868,  having 
beeu,  by  the  consent  of  the  Auditor,  to  enable 
Colonel  Major  to  make  the  necessary  finan- 
cial arrangements.  That  by  thess  errors  the 
State  has  sustained  no  loss  whatever.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  the  committee  will  say.  that 
the  State  has  never  suffered  loss,  to  any 
amount  whatever,  by  fraud  or  mistake,  on 
the  part  of  any  Public-  Printer,  from  the  crea- 
tion of  the  otliee  to  the  present  time,  so  far  as 
is  shown  by  the  evidence. 

The  evidence  adduced  shows  that  the  pub- 
lic work  performed  by  Mr.  Major  I  as  been 
admirably  and  promptly  executed;  and  in 
justice  to  a  public  officer  we  deem  it  our  duty 
to  soy,  that,  as  the  result  of  this  investigation, 
we  fully  acquit  him  from  any  imputation  of 
dishonesty  or  incapacity,  in  the  whole  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties. 

The  over-draft  of  the  sums  mentioned  we 
believe  to  have  occurred  from  erroneons  esti- 
mates caused  from  the  very  nature  of  the 
work,  minute  calculations  to  be  made,  and 
the  unexpected  falling  off'  in  the  amount  of 
public  priutiug  in  the  last  year  of  Mr.  Har- 
ney's term  of  office. 

Extracts  from  the  records  of  the  Auditor's 
Office,  shows  the  amount  paid  J.  H,  Harney, 
as  Public  Printer,  as  shown  herein,  and  that 
S.  1.  M.  Major,  the  present  incumbent,  has 
been  paid  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  $2*. 515 
79  up  to  the  present  time.  Exhibits  from  the 
Auditor's  Office  accompany  the  proceedings 
of  this  committee.  They  have  also  reduced 
the  testimony  of  witnesses  examined  to  writ- 
ing, and  now  respectfully  report  the  same, 
and  ask  to  be  discharged.

At  one  time,  howevei  then-  was  aof  a 
more  coiispictous  man  before  the  people  of 
the  St  ile  tb.-.n  Allen  Trimble.  Born  in  Augus 
t.i,  Virginia,  he  removed  to  Ohio  i't  1805,  and 
located,  we  believe,  whe'c  he  continued 
to  re  side  to  the  day  of  his  death.  A  young 
man,  filled  by  his  education  ajid  capacity  tor 
public  duties,  and  anihilioui  to  make  his  WSJ 
in  the  world,  he  was  not  long  before  he  gained 
Ike  confidence,  and  esteem  of  his  fellow  titi 
/.ens,  and  was  returned  by  them  to  the  Le- 
gislature, a  position  he  retained  for  the  re- 
markable term  of  seventeen  successive  years, 
We  find  that  he  was  acting  Governor  of  the 
State  in  D22,  elected  Governor  in  1S26  and 
re-elected  in  1>W,  so  that  Ohio  wu>  under  his 
administration  five  years  in  alt  He  was 
succeeded  by  Duncan  Mc  Arthur  ia  1&30. 

At  this  time  Mr  Trimble  was  forty  seven. 
Whether  he  wearied  of  public  service,  or 
through  political  changes  found  himself  in 
in  the  minority,  we  can  not  say,  bat  he  does 
not  seem  to  have  taken  a  very  active  part 
in  politics  afW  retiring  from  the  guberna- 
torial office,  and  h?s  life  from  that  tim*  for- 
ward ceased  to  have  a  larger  conspicuity  in 
the  pabfic  eye  than  that  of  any  influential  citi- 
zen,who  discharged  al!  trnsts  confided  to  him

Do  you  find  on  the  records  t.i  your  office 
anything  which  shows  that  Mr.  Stanton  wa« 
in  violentor  dangerous  conflict  with  "  demons 
of  treason  and  civil  discord,"  or  any  other 
description  of  demons?  Did  Mr.  Stanton 
himself  ever  lay  claim  to  the  heroic  character 
you  ascribe  to  him  or  dsclats.  that  he  had 
performed  those  prodigious  feat*  of  courage 
while  he  was  in  Mr.  Buchanan's  Cabinet  ? 
Has  any  other  person  who  was  in  a  condition 
to  know  the  facts  ever  given  vou  that  version 
of  them  which  you  repeated  I  •  the  co  « rt  ?  It 
yes.  who  are  the  witnessef  '  What  particu- 
lar danger  was  he  exposed  t.  vhichte.-tcd  his 
valor,  and  made  his  MN  inatsd  front  a 
thing  so  wonderful  in  thu  d.  ^cription  of  it? 
Whose  "  feebleness  and  treachery  was  it  that 
united  to  yield  what  defiant  rebellion  might 
demand  ?''  and  how  did  Mr.  Stanton's  cour- 
age dissolve  the  combination  or  defeat  ils  pur- 
poses. 

You  say  that  for  ten  weeks'*  he  stood  man- 
fully at  Ma  post,  between  the  living  and  in*- 
dead."  Now,  when  the  first  law  officer  of  the 
United  States  addressed  the  Supreme  Court 
ou  s  special  occasion,  and  after  elaborate 
preparation,  he  is  presumed  to  mean  some- 
thing by  what  ho  says.  Hoar  is  this  to  he.  un- 
derstood? You  certainly  did  not  intend  to 
assert  merely  that  he  stuck  to  his  commission 
as  long  as  he  could,  and  gave  it  up  only  when 
he  could  not  help  it.  Standing  at  a  post  of 
any  kind,  and  especially  when  tho  stand  is 
made  "  between  the  living  the  dead,"  has, 
donbtless,  a  deep  significance,  if  one  could 
but  manage  to  find  ont  what  it  is.  Who  wera, 
the  dead  and  who  were  the  living?  and  how 
did  it  happen  that  Mr.  Stantou  got  between 
them  ?  What  busiuess  had  ki  between  them 
and  why  did  he  stay  there  for  ten  weeks? 
These  questions  you  can  easily  answer,  and 
the  answer  is  needed ;  for,  in  the  meantime, 
conjectural  interpretations  aro  very  various 
and  some  of  them  injurious  to  the  dead  and 
living  aforesaid,  as  well  n*  |u  Mr.  Stanton, 
who,  uccording  to  your  representation.  sUxid 
between  them. 

I  can  comprehend  the  well  worn  simile  of 
Ithuriel's  spear,  but  1  do  not  s»e  what  on 
earth  was  the  use  of  it  unless  yow  thought  it 
ornamental  and  original,  for  you  make  Mr. 
Stanton  by  his  mere  presence,  and  without  a 
spear,  do  what  Ithuriel  himself  could  not  do 
with  the  aid  of  that  powerful  instrument.  The 
angel  with  the  spear  compelled  a  demon  to 
lay  aside  his  disguise,  while  a  mortal  niau 
dealt  with  many  demons,  aud  uot  ouly  mode 
them  ull  appear  in  their  proper  shape,  but 
drove  them  "  baffled  and  howling  away''  out 
of  his  "  resolute  presence  "  I  do  not  object 
to  this  because  the  figures  are  mixed  or  be- 
cause it  is  an  extravagant  outrage  on  good 
taste;  the  custom  of  the  times  allows  men 
who  make  eulogies  on  their  political  friends 
to  tear  their  rhetoric  into  rags :  and  if  you 
like  the  tatters  you  are  welcome  to  tlauut 
them.  But  I  call  your  attention  to  it  ia  MM 
hope  that  you  will  talk  like  a  man  of  this  I 
world,  and  give  us  in  plain,  or  at  least  intelli- 
gible,  prose,  a  particular  account  of  the  verj  j 
important  transactions  to  which  you  refer,  i 
together  with  the  attendant  circumstances.  1  ; 
suppose  you  have  no  thought  of  being  taken 
literally;  your  description  of  Mr  Stanton«on- 
juring  demons  i->  only  a  metaphorical  way 
you  have  of  saying  that  he  frightened  ortftfn 
bad  men.  I  beg  you  to  tell  me  who  they  asstM 
and  how  he  scared  them. 

I  repeat  that  you  are  not  charged,  and,  in 
my  opinion,  cannot  be  justly  charged,  with  the 
ureal  sin  of  fabricating  statements  like  these. 
You  have,  no  doubt,  seen  or  heard  what  you 
regard  as  sufficient  proof  of  them.  What  I 
tear  is,  that  you  have  been  misled  by  tl»e 
false  accounts  which  partisan  writers  have 
invented,  not  to  honor  Mr.  Staataa,  but  to 
slander  others. 

If  you  had  knows  the  truth  concerning  his 
conduct  whiie  he  was  Attorney  General,  and 
told  it  simply,  you  might  have  done  great  hon: 
or  to  his  memory.  He  was  at  that  time  a  reg- 
ular-built, old  fashioned,  democratic  Union 
saver.  He  believed  in  the  Constitution  as  the 
fundamental  law  of  the  land,  as  the  bulwark 
of  the  public  liberty,  and  as  the  only  bond  by 
which  the  States  could  be  rightfully  held  to- 
gether. He  regarded  his  official  oath  as  a 
solem  i  covenant  with  God  and  his  country, 
never  to  be  violated  under  any  circumstances; 
and  he  hud  a  right  wholesome  contempt  for 
that  corrupt  code  of  morulity  which  teaches 
that  oaths  are  not  binding  upon  the  rulers 
of  a  free  country  when  they  find  it  inconsist- 
ent with  their  interest  to  keep  them.  He  uni- 
formly behaved  with  "  modest  stillness  and 
humility, '  except  when  his  opiniou  was  ssk- 
ed,  and  then  he  spoke  with  becoming  defer- 
ence to  others.  From  that  part  of  his  life  at 
least,  you  might  by  telling  it  truly,  have  de- 
rived s  "  lofty  lessou"  indeed.  Batthisquiet, 
unpretending,  high-principled,  democratic 
gentleman  is  converted  by  your  maladroit 
oratory  into  a  hectoring  bully  of  the  abolition 
school,  rampagiug  through  the  White  Uoase 
aud  around  the  department,  trying  to  fright- 
en people  with  big  looks. 

I  beseech  you  to  re-examine  your  authori- 
ties. If  you  still  think  them  sufficient  to  iu*> 
tain  you,  I  cannot  doubt  your  willingness  to 
commonicate  them  for  the  scrutiny  of  oth 
interested  If,  on  the  contrary,  you  shall  be 
satisfied  that  you  have  made  a  great  mistake, 
then,  justice  to  al!  parties,  and  especially  to 
th  •  subject  of  your  well  meant  but  unfortun- 
ate eulogy,  requires  some  amends  to  be  made 
It  will  be  for  you  to  say  whether  you  will  or 
will  not  ask  the  conrt  for  leave  to  withdraw 
that  part  of  your  speech  from  the  record.

that  this  was  only  a  friendly  suit,  the  crown 
taking  possession  only  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  any  future  difficulty  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

The  property  has  since  been  made  over  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Peabody  Fund.  So  far, 
no  harm  has  been  done.  But  we  can  readily 
imagine  the  case  of  any  other  American  gen- 
tleman of  wealth  carrying  on  business  in  Lon- 
don, purchasing  an  estate  in  land  or  houses, 
and  dying  in  full  belief  that  his  family,  or  any- 
other  persons  he  might  bequeath  it  to,  would 
be  well  provided  for,  and  the  unfortunate 
legatees  met  by  the  new  law  with  a  "  Stand 
an  J  deliver"  in  the  Queen's  name.  Not  Dick 
Turpin,  nor  Six  teen-string  Jack,  nor  Claude 
I'uval,  nor  any  other  knight  of  the  road, 
could  so  effectually  rob  thealien's  le  gatees. 
It  may  strike  Mr.  Gladstone,  who  is  now 
playing  the  rok  of  a  reformer,  that  this  por- 
tion of  the  law  relating  to  aliens  might  well 
be  altered,  and  the  sooner  the  better.  The 
ludicrous  incident  in  this  matter  is  that  Queen 
Victoria,  who  never  thought  of  bestowing  even 
a  crooked  sixpence  on  the  poor  of  London, 
though  shs  is  thrice  as  rich  as  Mr.  Peabody 
was,  will  now,  by  handing  over  the  alien's 
property  to  the  Peabody  Fund,  actually  ap- 
pear as  a  contributor  to  it !  Perhaps,  for  ad- 
ulation of  royalty  does  strange  things  in 
monarchical  countries— perhaps  a  marble 
slab  will  be  inserted  io  front  of  the  Peabody 
building,  with  her  name  graven  upon  it  io  ca- 
pacity of  Benefacter.
